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REFEREEING ERRORS BLIGHT ROUND OF SIXTEEN

Germany handed England a World 
Cup lesson they will not forget in a 
hurry but not before a contentious 
decision that will long haunt English 
memories deprived the Three Lions 
of a chance to draw the match level 
as the 2010 FIFA World Cup Round 
of Sixteen got underway. One of 
the most controversial moments in 
World Cup history consigned Eng- 
land to elimination from the tourna- 
ment at the hands of arch-nemesis 
Germany in Bloemfoniein. 

A Frank Lampard lob after 38 minutes 
clearly crossed the goal line with Ger- 
man stopper Manual Neuer well-beaten 
but Uruguayan assistant referee, Mauricio 
Espinosa, failed to notice that the ball had 
entered the goal and as play was waved on 
England’s dreams of glory died. In truth the 
Germans were the better team in most fac- 
ets of play and thoroughly deserved their 
early two goal advantage given to them 
by World Cup specialist Miroslav Klose, 
whose goal moved him level with Pele 
on the list of all-time Finals scorers, and 
Lukas Podolski as the German midfield or- 
chestrated by the brilliant Mesut Ozil and 
his partner in crime the magnificent Thom- 
as Muller found acres of space to tear Eng- 
land to shreds. However, there will always 
be a sense of what might have been had 
Lampard’s effort, which followed a Mat- 
thew Upson header sixty seconds earlier 
that had halved the deficit, been allowed to 
stand. Psychologically it may have given 
Fabio Capello’s men the edge, but that is 
all supposition. What did happen was that 
England pushed for an equaliser in the sec- 


ond half and were mercilessly carved open 
at the back with Muller in devastating form 
striking twice to kill off English hopes and 
set up a quarter final tie with Argentina. 

Incredibly the litany of refereeing er- 
rors continued in Argentina’s 3-1 win over 
Mexico. The first Argentinean goal, head- 
ed in from close range by Manchester City 
striker Carlos Tevez after Lionel Messi had 
helped the ball towards goal over the pros- 
trate Mexican ‘keeper, was so far offside 
as to be laughable. The Mexicans certainly 
didn’t see the funny side of it though as 
the goal was allowed to stand. A defensive 
howler by Ricardo Osario then gifted a 
second goal to Argentina his miss-control 
allowing Gonzalo Higuain to pounce for 
his fourth goal of the World Cup. Tevez 
sealed the match with a quite outstanding 
third goal from distance before new Man- 
chester United recruit Javier Hernandez at 
least gave the Mexican support something 
to smile about with a quite stunning shot 
on the turn. 

Earlier in the Round of Sixteen a brace of 
goals from Ajax centre-forward Luis Su- 
arez, in vastly differing fashion, saw ‘Los 
Celeste’ defeat a plucky South Korea 2-1. 
Suarez made the most of a Korean lapse 
at the back to steer home Diego Forlan’s 
low cross in the 8th minute and, after Lee 
Chung- Yong equalised with a 68th minute 
header, Suarez struck a wonder goal to win 
the tie, collecting the ball inside the area 
and turning before unleashing a curling 
drive that crashed into the net off the inside 
of the far post. Uruguay know face Ghana 
in the last eight after the African side kept 
alive the continents hopes of success with 
a nail-biting extra-time win over the USA. 
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They think it's all over, but the referee waves play on! Germany crush 
England, but not without a major talking point in World Cup history. 


Asamoah Gyan struck a thunderous win- 
ning goal three minutes into extra-time to 
give Ghana a 2-1 success. Earlier Landon 
Donovan had kept his nerve to level the 
scores from the penalty spot after Kevin- 
Prince Boateng had driven Ghana into a 
fifth minute lead. 

A solitary goal from David Villa ensured 
that Spain emerged from the Iberian derby 
with a 1-0 victory against neighbours Por- 
tugal. Villa struck for the fourth time in the 
World Cup, turning in a rebound off the 
underside of the crossbar after his initial 
shot had been well-blocked by Portugese 
‘keeper Eduardo, to settle a tight match 
but doubts remained over whether the new 
Barcelona hit-man was onside when he 


World|Cup Wrap || Quarter Finals

Less than a week ago the 2010 FIFA 
World Cup Finals were being de- 
scribed as South America’s World 
Cup but in 2 days of amazing action 
Europe struck back as all three of the 
continents teams saw off their South 
American opponents with Brazil, Ar- 
gentina and Paraguay sent packing 
by Netherlands, Germany and Spain 
respectively. 

If there is to be any more ‘jogo bonito’ at 
the World Cup Finals then it won’t come 
from the master practitioners as five-times 
World Champions Brazil were dumped 
out of the competition at the Quarter Final 
stage slumping to a 2-1 defeat to the Neth- 
erlands. 

If anything there was little of the beauti- 
ful game seen once Wesley Sneijder arrived 
unmarked in the six yard box to head home 
the winning goal fifteen minutes from time 
as Brazil bowed out with a series of petu- 
lant fouls and whinging to the Japanese 
match officials hardly befitting the history 
of the famous shirt. 

There was little to suggest that this would 
be the case early on though as the Dutch 
were pushed firmly onto the back foot by 
a Brazilian side displaying all of the class 
and skill that we have come to expect from 
the South American giants. Passing the in- 
famous Jabulani around like it was attached 
to their boots by string the favourites dom- 
inated the opening half and the only sur- 
prise was that they had nothing more than 
Robinho’s brilliantly crafted opener to take 
into the dressing rooms at half time. 

Robinho collected a precise through ball 
from Felipe Melo past a woeful attempt at 
an offside trap to sweep a shot first time 
past Dutch ‘keeper Martin Stekelenburg 
with the confidence of a player in top 
form. 

Amazingly though Brazil failed to capita- 
lise on this dream opening and their world 
began to crash down around their ears with 
a dreadful equaliser in the 53rd minute. 
Arjen Robben fed a pass back to Sneijder 
whose cross into the area should have been 


easily dealt with by Julio Cesar in the Bra- 
zilian goal. However the shot-stopper made 
a complete hash in clearing the ball instead 
missing it entirely as it deflected off Melo’s 
head and into the net. 

The Brazilian response was to fall apart 
and, when Sneijder was left free close to 
goal to nod home unopposed in the 68th 
minute, the game was up for Dunga and his 
team. The dismissal of Melo for stamping 
on Robben was an ugly stain on the game 
as Brazil resorted to hopeful long balls and 
rarely threatened an equaliser whilst the 
Netherlands should have had a third when 
a three on one break was butchered by a 
lazy pass from substitute Klaas-Jan Hunt- 
elaar which was intercepted. It mattered 
little though as the Netherlands held on for 
memorable victory. 

The Dutch face South American opposi- 
tion again the in the semi-finals after Uru- 
guay, inaugural winners of the World Cup 
in 1930, dramatically defeated Africa’s fi- 
nal representative, Ghana, 4-2 in a penalty 
shoot-out after the match finished 1-1 after 
extra-time. 

Ghana had taken the lead with an outra- 
geous goal from Sulley Muntari in first-half 
stoppage time with Muntari unleashing a 
bomb from distance blasting a shot from 
fully 35 metres that deceived Uruguayan 
‘keeper Fernando Muslera and snuck into 
the corner of the net. It was probably jus- 
tified on the balance of play with Ghana 
having gone close through Asamoah Gyan 
earlier in the half. 

Uruguay have shown real resilience in 
this competition though and bounced back 
in the second half with a superb free kick 
from Diego Forlan. The former Manchester 
United striker stunned Ghana hitting a bril- 
liant shot that swerved all over the place to 
leave Richard Kingson clutching thin air to 
level the scores. And Uruguay could have 
had further goals with Luis Suarez volley- 
ing wide after a Forlan cross and then firing 
straight at Kingson when he should really 
have done better. 

With the match becoming cagey in extra- 
time there seemed little doubt that it was 
headed for penalties until a dramatic de- 


received Xavi’s cute back-heel pass. Tom 
compound Portugese woes Ricardo Coast 
was sent off late on in a match in which 
Cristiano Ronaldo was largely anony- 
mous. Paraguay stand in the way of Spain 
and a semi-final appearance after the South 
Americans confirmed their passage with a 
5-3 penalty shoot-out victory over Japan 
in probably the worst match of the tour- 
nament so far. Yuichi Komano missed the 
decisive spot-kick as his effort clipped the 
bar to settle a dour contest. 

By contrast Brazil looked in imperious 
form as they defeated Chile 3-0 in a won- 
derfully exciting match At Ellis Park in Jo- 
hannesburg. Brazil was made to work hard 
for their win by a Chilean side that was

nouement. As the clock ticked into time 
added on in extra-time Ghana threw one 
last roll of the dice and it nearly paid off. 
A throw in caused panic in the Uruguay 
penalty area with the ball eventually fall- 
ing to Stephen Appiah whose goal bound 
shot was blocked by Suarez and looped 
in the air. Dominic Adiya headed he ball 
back towards the gaping net where Suarez 
punched it clear, conceding a penalty, and 
receiving a red card for his troubles. 
Incredibly, with what was to prove to be 
the last kick off the match, Asamoah Gyan 
was gifted the chance to send Ghana into 
the last four. Having already scored twice 
from the spot in the tournament Gyan fan- 
cied his chances but could only look on in 
horror as his well-struck kick crashed back 
off the bar to safety. 

Fernando Muslera saved from John Men- 
sah and Adiya in the penalty shoot-out 
leaving Sebastian Abreu to cheekily chip 
home the goal that sent Uruguay into the 
last four. 

On Sunday, Argentina became the tour- 
nament’s latest big-name casualty being 
thumped 4-0 by a German side that is in- 
creasingly looking like the team to beat. 
Germany had the ideal start when midfield 


dynamo Thomas Mueller headed in from a 
Bastian Schweinsteiger in-swinging free- 
kick in the third minute and from then on, 
despite much huff and puff from Argen- 
tina, Germany were always in control of 
the match. 

With Argentina chasing a goal in the 
second half the Germans were able to play 
their famed counter-attacking game that 
had done for England in the Round of 16 
ripping Argentina to shreds almost at will. 
Miroslav Klose, who started the day level 
with the legendary Pele on World Cup 
goals, was able to take his overall finals 
tally to 14 in three editions with a brace 
of goals, either side of Arnie Freidrich’s 
first international strike in over seventy 
matches. 

Klose tapped in from close range after su- 
perb approach work from the lively Lukas 
Podolski to make it 2-0 midway through 
the second half and shortly after Freidrich 
stabbed into the net from a similar distance 
after Schweinsteiger had picked his way 
through an increasingly bewildered Argen- 
tinean defensive line before cutting the ball 
back into the path of the marauding full- 
back. 

It was 4-0 before the end when Ger-

determined to give it their all in a thrill- 
ing battle. A quite superb header from Juan 
after 34 minutes finally broke the Chilean 
resistance and, when Luis Fabiano col- 
lected a through ball and whipped around 
Claudio Bravo to slot into the empty net, 
the match was all but won. A third goal, 
executed by Robinho after a barnstorm- 
ing run from Ramires had torn Chile apart, 
conformed the victory and a quarter final 
place for the favourites. An intriguing bat- 
tle with the Netherlands is in prospect as 
the Dutch saw off Slovakia far more com- 
fortably than the 2-1 final score suggested. 
Goals from Arjen Robben and Wesley 
Sneijder had given the Netherlands a com- 
manding 2-0 lead before a controversial 
Robert Vittek penalty deep into stoppage 
time reduced the gap but to little avail.

many attacked again and Klose volleyed 
in his second to seal a memorable victory 
for Joachim Low and his maturing group 
of players who have been a shining light 
in the tournament and a breath of fresh 
air with their positive approach to each 
match. For Argentina, and their World Cup 
winning Coach Diego Maradona, it was a 
distressing end to their adventure in which 
they had been widely tipped as potential 
champions. 

Germany now faces the prospect of a 
blockbuster semi-final with Spain after the 
Spanish beat Paraguay 1-0. David Villa 
scored his fifth goal of the finals with a shot 
that curled in off both posts after the new 
Barcelona forward followed up substitute 
Pedro’s effort that came back off the up- 
right at the end of a mazy Andres Iniesta 
run. 

In an incredible passage of play Paraguay 
should have taken the lead after 57 min- 
utes when Oscar Cardozo saw his penalty 
well-saved by Iker Casillas but, barely a 
minute later, Spain were awarded a spot- 
kick of their own as Villa fell under a Para- 
guayan challenge. Xabi Alonso converted 
his first attempt but was made to re-take as 
Guatemalan referee Carlos Batres spotted 
encroachment in the area. Alonso’s second 
attempt was well blocked by Justo Villar 
to keep the game scoreless. The Paraguay 
‘keeper however was helpless as Villa 
struck seven minutes from time to keep 
alive Spain’s hopes of a World Cup / Euro- 
pean Championship double.

IAN Greener’s long-standing and 
successful involvement with Vic- 
toria’s and Australia’s develop- 
ment pathways for young play- 
ers ended last week when his 
contract expired on 30 June and 
was not renewed. 

For nigh on 20 years now Greener 
has been involved with the Victorian 
Institute of Sport and lately the Na- 
tional Training Centre programs. It has 
been his professional career but it also 
has been his passion and he is deeply 
hurt at being cut adrift by both Foot- 
ball Federation Australia and Football 
Federation Victoria. 

“FFA has decided that I’m no longer 
capable of running such a program. 
Han Berger (FFA National Technical 
Director) has made this decision,” said 
Greener. 

“At a recent A-Licence (coaching) 
course Han watched me for about 30 
minutes and I guess he decided that I 
wasn’t good enough. 

“I’m deeply disappointed with this 
decision. You have mixed emotions 
after all those years of service to de- 
veloping players. It’s similar to the 
way you react to death. You get angry, 
you get sad and right now I’m just try- 
ing to work through those emotions.” 

Greener’s reference to an A-Licence 
coaching qualification is significant. 
FFA has been demanding this of na- 
tional and state federation appoint- 
ments and A-League coaches for some 
time now, in fact when Greener was 
doing the A-Licence course so were 
Branko Culina and Miron Bleiberg. 
FFA is believed to have recommended 
to Northern NSW Football that High 
Performance Manager Dave Smith 
suffer a similar fate to Greener but 
that federation stood firm and Smith 
remains in that role. 

FFV could have taken a similar 
stance with the national federation but 
didn’t, seemingly opting to stand by 
while Greener’s career in this field in 
Australia was abruptly ended. 

What is curious about all of this is that 
FFV already has employees involved 
in high performance and development 
areas without an A licence. 

My understanding is that Technical 
Director Les Bee does not have such a 
licence and that a new position for Bee 
has been created (under the Talented 
Player Program) while his Technical 
Director’s role will be filled by former 
Morwell Falcons, Green Gully, Carl- 
ton and Auckland Kingz player Sean 
Douglas who has been recruited from 
New Zealand. I believe that Douglas 
also does not hold an A licence. 

Greener has enjoyed a lengthy pro- 
fessional and personal relationship 
with Melbourne Victory coach Ernie 
Merrick and although holidaying in 
Thailand Merrick took time out on 
Friday to comment on Greener’s con-

tribution to our sport. 

“T’ve had a very long association 
with Ian and he has always been a very 
talented coach,” said Merrick. 

“He possesses an amazing knowledge 
of the game and his greatest attribute 
is undoubtedly his ability to impart 
that knowledge to his players. 

“Tan was my assistant coach at Sun- 
shine George Cross and also at the 
VIS and I was continually amazed 
by his ability to teach young players 
and mould them into professionals. 
He was fantastic at building relation- 
ships and had the respect of everyone 
around him. 

“There is no doubt that Ian has played 
a significant role in shaping the careers 
of many young Victorian footballers. 
He is a fantastic coach and a great 
teacher of football.” 

Parents who have come to know 
Greener over the past two decades 
through their children’s involvement 
with the institute and NTC programs 
have been dismayed at his treatment. 
Andy Wright, whose son Bailey went 
through the VIS program and has 
since signed for English club Preston 
North End, spoke on behalf of many 
parents when responding to the news 
of Greener’s sudden departure. 

“Tt’s disgraceful,” said Wright. “Tan 
was the main driving force behind the 
formation of the annual Institute Chal- 
lenge and has played an enormous role 
in the development of some of our fin- 
est young players. 

“Every parent that came into contact 
with him was impressed with so many 
aspects of the program. The players 
had the best of everything, the best 
sports science, the best fitness regimes 
and the best training in so many as- 
pects of the game. 

“That really hit home when Bailey 
went to Preston North End last year 
and found that the transition to pro- 
fessional football wasn’t that big an 
adjustment. It wasn’t that different to 
what he’d been used to at the VIS.” 
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Even those who know Greener well 
have been amazed at the dignity with 
which he has confronted his treat- 
ment. 

One confidante told me that “his qual- 
ity as a person, his manner, the way he 
has dealt with this is testament to the 
man himself. That’s remarkable given 
the fact that when he needed someone 
in his corner the people that should 
have been there were not there.” 

Increasingly it appears that Greener 
is the victim of a misconception by 
Berger and FFA that he is a “British- 
style” coach. Berger took over from 
fellow Dutchman Rob Baan who 
made a casual comment during the In- 
stitute Challenge in January 2008 that 
Greener took exception to. 

“He said he was pleasantly surprised 
to see us playing out from the back. I 
reacted by saying that we’d been do- 
ing that for years,” said Greener. 

“T took it personally that there was a 
perception that somehow we were not 
playing a modern style of football. 
“For years now our system of play has 
been based on world’s best practices. 
We have been playing through the 
lines with a lot of emphasis on move- 
ment and passing. 

“In the two years that Rob Baan was 
FFA National Technical Director he 
never attended a single VIS training 
session.”

When federal government funding 
was withdrawn from the VIS soccer 
program last year to concentrate fund- 
ing on elite athletes with Olympic as- 
pirations, player development moved 
under the umbrella of FFV’s National 


Training Centre scheme and Greener 
headed the program. 

“T understood the rationale behind 
that (funding) decision because I un- 
derstood the focus on trying to win 
medals at the London Olympics,” said 
Greener. 

“There was a rumour at the time that 
there was going to be a major shake- 
up and FFA was keen to fast-track ex- 
Socceroos into coaching and the insti- 
tute system in particular. 

“T guess you could say in a sense that 
I saw this situation coming.” 

FFV offered Greener the NTC head 
coaching job with the girls’ program 
but he declined. 

“If the national body is telling me 
that I’m not good enough for the boys 
and the state body seems to accept that 
then I think it’s hypocritical to let me 
work with the girls,” he said. 

Greener’s role will be filled on an 
interim basis by FFV Coaching De- 
velopment Manager Harry Bingham 
who has been assisting Greener with 
the NTC side competing in the Victo- 
rian Premier League Under-21 com- 
petition. They also have overseen the 
running of the senior NTC side while 
coach Mehmet Durakovic has been on 
holidays. 

“T’ve got a huge lot of respect for 
Harry and we’re alright with that,” 
said Greener. 

Although Bingham has an A licence 
the prevailing view at FFA towards fa- 
vouring ex-Socceroos means that he’s 
no certainty to be appointed on a per- 
manent basis. 

A lesser friendship would not have 
endured recent events but Bingham 
and Greener remain close. Evidence 
of this came last Thursday night at 
Wesley College’s Glen Waverley cam- 
pus when Bingham arranged a fare- 
well function for his pal and invited 
many parents who remain indebted to 
Greener for the work he has done with 
their children. 

“T was quite moved by it all,” said 
Greener. “It was difficult and a very 
emotional night for me driving there 
knowing that it was the end of such an 
important part of my life.” 

Greener has lecturing commitments 
at Deakin University for the next four 
weeks. A few schools have been in 
touch keen to use his expertise in de- 
veloping their football programs and 
there have been rumblings of possible 
overseas jobs. 

“This may sound strange to say given 
how upset I am with FFA and FFV but 
at the same time I’m very grateful to 
them both for giving me the opportu- 
nity to work with so many wonderful 
athletes,” said Greener.

PFA strikes Thunder 


Dandenong Thunder has been or- 
dered to pay significant compen- 
sation to former player Anastas 
Kristo after the Football Federa- 
tion Victoria (FFV) Contract Arbi- 
tration Tribunal found that the club 
had breached his contract by not 
paying him. 

Kristo, an Italian citizen and former 
Maltese Premier League and Italian Se- 
rie C professional player, arrived in Aus- 
tralia in February and soon after signed 
a professional playing contract with the 
club for the 2010 season. Kristo saw lim- 
ited game time in the first few rounds of 
the season and as a result the Club did 
not pay him the salary and other benefits 
due under the contact. 

After 3 months of non-payment, Kristo 
sought legal advice from the PFA who 
eventually terminated his contract for 
just cause and filed for arbitration under 
the FFV Grievance Procedure. PFA Play- 
er Relations Executive James Johnson 
represented the player during the hear- 
ing arguing that the club had not only 
repudiated the contract, but also failed to 
meets its obligations to the player under 
Australian immigration law. 

The club’s counsel argued that the club 
did not repudiate the contract as there 
was a separate verbal agreement where- 
by the player was only due payment if 
he played in first team matches. The ar- 
bitrator found in favour of Kristo award- 
ing him all outstanding payments to date 
and the remaining value of his contract 
including all applicable superannuation. 
Under Australian immigration law, the 
club must also now pay Kristo’s expens- 
es for relocating back to Italy. 

Although Kristo was happy with the ar- 
bitration victory, his experience in Aus- 
tralia was soured by the club’s treatment 
of his contract. 


“T was very excited to move to Aus- 
tralia and continue my professional foot- 
ball career, particularly given the devel- 
opment of the Australian game in recent 
years. It ended up being a very stressful 
and unhappy experience for me because 
my contract was never respected and my 
career is now in jeopardy. Australian 
football has so much potential, but if the 
game is to attract international profes- 
sional players then contracts need to be 
respected as players need to feel a sense 
of security,” said Kristo. 

“The compensation | will receive from 
the arbitration victory will of course 
soften the blow and I cannot thank the 
PFA enough for their representation and 
support during this experience,” Kristo 
added. 

The club now have until Monday 30 
August 2010 to pay Kristo the compen- 
sation due under the arbitration award. 

If the club fails to meet this deadline, 
all of the club’s senior teams will be 
suspended from competing until the 
payment is made.

FRANKSTON Pines were 
brought to their knees last week 
with news that senior coach Tom 
O’Halloran and assistant John 
Cullen had taken over the Ber- 
wick City coaching reins from 
Joe Carroll. 

The Victorian State Two South-East 
rivals had slugged it out the previous 
Saturday in a relegation battle at Jack 
Thomas Reserve with Pines emerging 
2-1 victors and moving five points 
clear of second-bottom Berwick. 
Carroll, who heads off to England 
shortly to add to his coaching résumé 
by participating in the first two weeks 
of a UEFAA licence, resigned after the 
match. 

“T would have missed two games 
and three weeks’ training (by go- 
ing overseas) and I was going to tell 
Dave Mackie (Berwick president) af- 
ter we'd beaten Pines because I was 
convinced that we’d win that game,” 
said Carroll. 

“We'd got Knox and (Southern) 
Suburbs coming up next and I felt that 
there was a good chance we could pick 
up points and move up the ladder. 

“That was the master plan but it 
didn’t come to fruition. Look, I’m not 
leaving on bad terms because the four 
seasons I’ve had there have been a 
pleasure really. 

“We got promoted last year and the 
last thing I want to see is Berwick get- 
ting relegated this year. To be honest, 
in the back of my mind Id been ask- 
ing myself had I gone as far as I could 
with this group of lads. 

“T wish Tommy and the lads all the 
best. I really hope he can keep them 
up. There’s a fresh voice there now 
and let’s hope they can string a couple 
of wins together. 

“Pll look for something else when I 

get back from England.” 
While Carroll and Mackie met for 
coffee at lunchtime last Thursday, 
O’Halloran’s departure from Pines 
was not so smooth. 

O’Halloran spoke to club president 
Dianne Morris-Thomas on Wednes- 
day night in the Monterey Reserve 
social rooms. I understand their con- 
versation included a comment sug- 
gesting Cullen could face the wrath of 
Morris-Thomas’s partner, Jim Hunter, 
when Pines host Berwick in a round 
22 clash on 11 September. 

For some time now, there has been 
bad blood between Hunter and Cullen 
and this schism in the club widened

some weeks back when Thomas Mor- 
ris-Thomas, brother of senior captain 
Matt Morris-Thomas, confronted Cul- 
len in the dressing rooms after a home 
match. 

Both O’Halloran and Cullen told the 
club that they were going to resign, 
however Thomas Morris-Thomas 
came to the club the following Thurs- 
day and apologised to Cullen which 
defused the situation. 

While that incident got under 
O’Halloran’s skin he has stuck by 
the club in more ways than one. It’s 
not common knowledge but last year 
O’Halloran’s finances helped keep the 
club afloat. 

On Saturday mornings throughout 
last season and this he would go down 
to the club and clean the home and 
away changing rooms. He was also the 
club’s contact for all council matters 
as well as liaison officer for the pen- 
insula region. No-one else volunteered 
to do these jobs. 

Washing the seniors and reserves 
playing kits was another task that 
O’Halloran took on. 

But while this was taking place a 
more pressing matter was bubbling 
away. The club faces a near crippling 
debt, so much so that some stalwarts 
are questioning whether it can survive 
into next season. 

My understanding is that Pines’ im- 
mediate debt exceeds $40,000 and 
the clubrooms have not had gas since 
March. 

Think about that situation. No hot 
showers for players or match officials 
since March. AGL is believed to be a 
major creditor. 

The club still is paying an agreed 
settlement for monies owed to former 
coach Dougie Hodgson and another 
former player also has reached settle- 
ment over monies owed. 

That is part of the debt that weighs 
heavily upon the club every day. 
Imagine what expenses it would in- 
cur if it had agreed to pay its players 
and coaching staff, a situation it found 
itself in a couple of seasons back de- 
spite a dwindling revenue base. 

O’Halloran’s senior coaching stint 
at Pines has been couched in contro- 
versy and both on-field and off-field 
struggle. 

One of the most controversial inci- 
dents in the 2009 season was the riot 
that erupted after Pines’ home match 
against St Albans and the tribunal af- 
termath that cost Saints promotion.

And Pines failed to maintain their 
State One status by just three minutes 
last season when they conceded an 
89th minute goal in a 3—3 home draw 
with Bulleen in their round 22 clash. 
But there has been significant indi- 
vidual player success. Jackson Irvine, 
Gary Pinter and Chachi Elmazi all 
were invited to trial with Melbourne 
Victory’s youth squad last year. 

Matt Morris-Thomas recently was 
called into the senior National Train- 
ing Centre squad for midweek games 
against Victorian Premier League out- 
fits while teenage defender Irvine has 
twice trialled with Glasgow Celtic. 
But Pines also face a mighty challenge 
on the playing front with former San- 
dringham and Langwarrin defender 
Niall Mitten, teenage defender Tyler 
White and James Cullen transferring 
last week to Berwick and next week 
goalkeeper Mark Blanco and defender 


Sait Guler fly out to take up scholar- 
ships with English club Torquay Unit- 
ed. 

As is often said in other sporting 

circles a week’s a long time in football 
but for O’ Halloran it was a whirlwind 
week indeed. 
He wasn’t given any respite before 
getting down to business at his new 
football home. He said goodbye to 
the Pines players last Tuesday and 
two nights later was introduced to the 
Berwick players as their new senior 
coach. 

But before O’ Halloran left Pines he 
recommended former Pines player Ja- 
mie McMinimee as his replacement. 
McMinimee had recently taken over 
as Pines reserves coach. 

McMinimee also has played with 
Springvale City, Langwarrin and 
Dandy Thunder and featured for Pines 
during the pre-season before deciding 
to call a halt to resurrecting his play- 


ing career. 

But desperate times call for desper- 
ate measures and for Pines things are 
desperate indeed. 

“I’m taking over for this week and 
we'll see how I go. I expect the com- 
mittee to make a decision (about his 
appointment) next week,” McMin- 
imee told me last Friday. 

“Thomas (Morris-Thomas) is doing 
the reserves and I think the situation is 
the same for him.” 

McMinimee has registered to play 
and will consider throwing himself 
into the fray should the situation de- 
mand it. 

There are mixed feelings towards 
Pines down on the peninsula. One 
school of thought shows no sympa- 
thy for the club believing that it has 
brought this situation upon itself and 
deserves to face the consequences. 

I don’t adhere to that view. Yes, poor 
past administration and a litany of 
broken promises underpins its present 
predicament but I think it’s unreason- 
able to take Dianne Morris-Thomas 
and the current committee to task over 
such a shambolic state of affairs. 

They have stepped into the breach 
when others have walked away and 
have tried their level best to maintain 
the club’s tenuous hold on survival. 
There was some sense of revival when 
the local press announced Morris- 
Thomas as the first female president in 
the club’s history near the end of 2008 
with a predominantly female commit- 
tee. 

However, smashing through a per- 
ceived gender bias was not the break- 
through the club required. It needed a 
major injection of funds and quickly to 
confront mounting debt and I’m sad- 
dened by the fact that it was unable to 
do so. 

I’m saddened because I’ve played 
against Pines and they were an op- 
ponent I always respected. Okay, let’s 
tell it like it was. We used to boot hell 
out of each other but at the end of the 
game we enjoyed each other’s com- 
pany. 

There are good people at that foot- 

ball club, people ve known for years 
and people I continue to respect. 
But I see less and less of them at home 
games and as time goes by and debt 
mounts I can’t see any light at the end 
of the tunnel. 

There’s no white knight looming 
on the horizon but with all my heart I 
wish there was.

Toffees to 


English Premier League’s Ever- 
ton returns to Australia this week, 
with matches in Sydney FC on 
Saturday, Melbourne Heart next 
Wednesday and Brisbane Roar 
the following Saturday. This will 
be the Toffees third trip down 
under and they were here previ- 
ously in 1964 and 1987. 

The first visit came just after the 
Australian Soccer Federation took 
charge of the game and Australia’s 
membership of FIFA was restored. 
Membership had been suspended be- 
cause Australian clubs were signing 
top class migrant players from Europe 
but refusing to pay transfer fees to their 
previous clubs. Eventually a compro- 
mise financial settlement was reached 
in mid-1963 and tours by overseas 
clubs could resume. 

After topping the first division in 
1962-63 Everton finished the 1963-64 
English league season in third place 
behind Liverpool and Manchester 
United and it had a star-studded line- 
up including Alex Scott, Roy Vernon, 
Brian Labone and Jimmy Gabriel, all 
internationalists and host of other top 
class players. Everton arrived at the 
start of May 1964 and played eight 
games in that month in Sydney, New- 
castle, Brisbane, Melbourne, Adelaide 
and Perth. 

Before the tour got under way the lo- 
cal football press was touting that Aus- 
tralian teams would run Everton close, 
but the reality was quite different. The 
gulfin quality between the teams which 
were fielded and the visitors turned out 
to be considerable. Sniping comments 
after the first games that Everton were 
not as skilful as recent touring teams 
like F K Austria from Vienna and Fer- 
encvaros from Hungary are hard to as- 
sess from today’s perspective. There is 
no doubt that the Toffees were effec- 
tive and the tour was a huge financial 
success with an overall profit estimated 
at $72,000. 

A crowd of 51,566 turned out for the 
first match against New South Wales 
which Everton won by four goals to 
one. The match against an Australian 
team in Melbourne drew 32,453 to 
Olympic Park, while 20,000 saw Vic- 
toria run the visitors to its closest result 
only going down by three goals to one. 
In the two matches against Australia, 
Everton thrashed the local select by 
eight goals to two in the Melbourne 
game, with Vernon and Gabriel scor- 
ing hat tricks and Derek Temple two 
goals. Herbert Ninaus, former Austrian 
international, scored both goals for the 
Australians. In Sydney, it was five-one 
to Everton. Ninaus was the Australian 
scorer once again equalising a goal by 
Jimmy Gabriel, and Australia held the 
Toffees to one-all at the interval. After 
the break Everton ran away with the 
game as John Morrissey scored twice, 
and Alex Scott and Colin Harvey got 
the other goals. Jim Kelly was coach 
of the Australian team. 

Just prior to the tour there was a 
controversy when Everton player Tony 
Kay was exposed in a bribery scandal 
along with David ‘Bronco’ Layne and 
Peter Swan. The incidents occurred 
while they were playing with Sheffield 
Wednesday in 1962, but it seems to 
have had no impact on Everton’s first 
visit down under.

THE DREADED ENGLAND AUTOPSY

Let’s be totally clear. England 
failed at the 2010 World Cup. For 
all the grand talk of how great they 
looked in the qualifiers there are 
two things that stand out: 1) The 
teams England played (Ukraine, 
Croatia, Belarus, Kazakhstan and 
Andorra) were poor: 2) Coaches 
are judged not on how well they 
negotiate qualifying, but how their 
teams perform at major tourna- 
ments. Take Uruguay as a case in 
point. The last team to qualify for 
the tournament - via a playoff - are 
now in the semis. No-one can tell 
me this England team is less tal- 
ented than Uruguay. Uruguay!! 

Yes England were bad and, unsurpris- 
ingly, there has been the usual clamour 
for Fabio Capello to be fired. However, 
there were strong voices from within the 
English FA calling for him to remain as 
coach, which is exactly what has hap- 
pened. I happen to think they’ve made 
the right decision. Of course that view- 
point could change depending on how 
he approaches the upcoming European 
Championship 2012 qualifying games 
against Bulgaria (3rd September) and 
Switzerland (7th September). But that’s 
why I’m here, to give The Italian Stal- 
lion some advice on how to weather the 
storm. 

The autopsy on the England carcass 
began with the usual excuses: too many 
games, too many foreigners in the EPL, 
the need for a winter break and the need 
to remove a foreign coach who “doesn’t 
understand the English game”. That last 
one is priceless. As if the English game 
is a cult or religion yet to be demysti- 
fied by outside forces! The winter break 
hypothesis rears its ugly head every 
couple of years. The theory is because 
most European countries have one we 
should follow suit, because it will make 
our players fresher. That is of course 
unsubstantiated tommyrot. I’ve never 
played professional football but I fail to 
see how a 2 week break in January can 
have a lasting effect until June. Maybe 
it would give players a break to recover 
from minor knocks but I’m not sold on 
the idea. Anyhow most English clubs 
would use the break to play friendly 
games against a President’s Select XI 
— or some other meaningless game — in 
Asia. You see England’s problem wasn’t 
tiredness. It was lack of pace allied with 
a routine inability to keep the ball. 

I also have another theory about tired- 
ness. Could it be that Capello trained 
them too hard, or that the style of foot- 
ball he plays — kick and rush — isn’t con- 
ducive to an international tournament? 

I’ve not heard any of those arguments 
but one thing I have heard is that the 
players aren’t good enough. Rubbish. 
They are good enough. They just didn’t 
play to their usual standard, and this is 
the fundamental issue that needs to be 
addressed going forward.

After being drawn in “the best group since the Beatles”, England failed to fulfill the expectations as 
one of the pre-tournament favourites. 


So what else did Capello do 
wrong? 

Capello is a dinosaur in the football 
world. An inflexible coach, part of a dy- 
ing breed clinging to 4-4-2 in the same 
fashion some English people cling to 
World War 2 or 1966, because it’s all 
they have, all they know about success. 
The World Cup epitomised this. Fabio 
picked the same formation for each game 
and tweaked the personnel a little. Did 
this contribute to England’s downfall? It 
was part of a number of factors includ- 
ing squad selection, playing players out 
of position, and treating the England 
players as though the camp was some 
sort of kindergarten, without the toys. 
None of this can take away from the 
fact that, though our players are good, 
perhaps the hype got to them somewhat. 
Actually, when you think about it, it’s 
staggering that we even considered our- 
selves among the World Cup favourites. 
For a country that has such a poor re- 
cord over the past 40 years you have to 
admire our optimism and false expecta- 
tions, and our staggering disquiet when 
things go perennially wrong. 

On a lighter note, there have been 
suggestions from German midfielder 
Thomas Muller that the England squad 
has too many ‘Alpha Males’ and not 
enough players willing to fall in line for 
the team. There could be something in 
that, but I doubt it. True leaders know 
when to fall in line with the regime and 
pull together for a common cause. Of 
course, if England had won their group, 
the cracks might have been papered 
over all the way to the semis. Then again 
who is to say that a spirited Ghana team 
would have been any easier to beat than 
Germany? 

What the Germany game highlighted 
was Capello’s lack of a plan B - unless 
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plan B is “see plan A”. One can only 
hope the fact he was found wanting this 
time around is a huge dent to his ego and 
teaches him that he isn’t always right. 
The biggest problem with Capello is the 
inescapable conclusion that he doesn’t 
pick the best players to fit his system. 
4-4-2 isn’t the system Gerrard plays in 
at Liverpool or Lampard at Chelsea. 
Whereas against Andorra he could have 
picked 10 goalkeepers as outfield play- 
ers, in tournaments the best teams take 
advantage of your square pegs in round 
holes. There’s an antidote, if Tyranno- 
saurus Fabio is prepared to listen. So, 
just for Fabio and other Goal! Weekly 
readers, I have a list of four things Fabio 
Capello must do to reverse England’s 
position as the gentle giant of world 
football. 


1 — Preach Patience 

Someone made the shocking comment 
on a forum that Germany were boring. 
Why? Because all they do is pass the 
ball around their back four. What the 
insightful chap wanted was an England 
team that got the ball forward quickly. 
Therein lies the English problem. It is 
foolhardy to believe that a team passes 
the ball merely for the sake of competing 
with a teammate to see who can have the 
most touches. The best teams are con- 
stantly looking for openings, probing. 
England did little of this and decided to 
lump it forward into channels, giving the 
ball straight back, or trying to pin teams 
in their own half. This works splendidly 
with the local pub sides, AKA Andorra, 
but not at World Cups. The occasional 
lump forward is of course part of variety 
(as Germany showed) but when it be- 
comes the main ploy you’re in trouble. 
Capello must instil patience within the 
team. What he needs most is to find a 
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player who can pick the ball up from 
the back four and play a forward pass 
instead of a square one. The best time to 
do this is in friendly games and in quali- 
fying games against the weaker teams in 
the group. 


2 — Don’t Be Afraid To Lose 

I found it amusing at a press conference 
earlier this week to hear Fabio say he 
would like to use some new players (he 
didn’t say younger) and would be look- 
ing at people like Kieran Gibbs and Jack 
Wilshire. Not that I don’t believe he’ll 
look at them, I’Il be looking at them too, 
on the TV. I just don’t see him picking 
them in games that matter. Nevertheless, 
this brings into stark reality his dilem- 
ma. His comfort zone is based around 
having experienced and reliable players 
he can trust. That these players let him 
and themselves down may not neces- 
sarily mean he abandons them. In many 
respects this would not only go against 
Don Fabio’s ethos but also literally hang 
players out to dry, therefore effectively 
ending international careers. Let’s be 
honest, any player who was in South 
Africa and is not picked for the August 
friendly against the Hungarians and/or 
the first matches of the European Cham- 
pionship campaign has to seriously con- 
sider their future. 

If ’'m Fabio I’m going to be as fear- 
less as the lions on the shirt and drop 
the players who haven’t performed. Too 
often there have been automatic choices 
for England who quite frankly haven’t 
lived up to billing. They may be the best 
players we have but tell that to the Ger- 
mans and to Algeria. Come the 2012 
European Championships Fabio will be 
thankful he’s dropped Frank Lampard, 
Matthew Upson, Glen Johnson, Emile 
Heskey, Gareth Barry and John Terry 
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and swapped them for players that will 
work just as hard off the ball as they do 
on it, as well as bring youthful enthusi- 
asm and hope for the future. 


3 - Avoid Becoming A Formation 
Fashion Victim 

Though | think he should have changed 
formation during the tournament, at the 
end of the day Capello’s the coach and 
he has to work with what he’s comfort- 
able with. I think too much is made of 
Capello’s 4-4-2. It typical of the English 
way that as soon as a few teams start 
playing differently we think copying 
them is the way forward. Would Eng- 
land be any good in a 4-3-3 like the Ar- 
gentines or in Germany’s 4-2-3-1? Of 
course not. 

Once upon a time the Germans played 
3-5-2 with man-markers and a sweeper. 
Formations do evolve but formation 
fashion is dangerous. It lulls us into 
thinking we’re so good the only thing 
that’s needed to fix things is a tweak in 
the formation so we can be just like those 
other teams, you now the better ones. 
Spain plays a 4-4-2 and it’s served them 
ok. Uruguay plays 4-4-2. Formations 
exist to suit the players or the coach. 
The thing he has to do is to stop playing 
Gerrard and Lampard as though he’ ll be 
arrested the moment he doesn’t. 

I would go further and say that the 
England players should play in the same 
positions as they do for their clubs. No 
matter how good a player is, put him out 
of position and you have a liability in 
waiting. Look at Bastos and Dani Alves 
of Brazil. Did Dopey Dunga really think 
Brazil would win the World Cup playing 
a ] winger as a full-back and a right back 
as a centre midfielder? Diego Maradona 
did it and was deemed crazy. The Brazil- 
ian does it and he gets a free pass from 
the sheep that fawn over everything the 
Selecao do. 


4 — Speaka Da Lingo Please Fa- 
bio 

His exchanges with interviewers on TV 
were like comedy sketches, a muddled 
blur of Anglo-Italian. Fast forward two 
years to 2010 and his English is still 
abysmal. One wonders if the players ac- 
tually understand what he says, or just 
make up their own meanings. Assuming 
the players won’t learn Italian, Fabio 
needs to improve his English if he is to 
get the best out of the players. Hate to 
bring money into it, but there must be 
some affordable linguists he could use 
with a £6million salary? Even in Lon- 
don! 

Something tells me that come the next 
few months Capello will continue to use 
4-4-2 and not have the gonads to drop 
senior players because he won’t trust 
the younger ones. Looking on the bright 
side in two years he’ll be millions richer, 
and have left the England team with the 
same problems as when he started.

Who would want to be England manager? 


So England bow out of the 
tournament in South Africa 
after their worst ever loss ata 
World Cup Finals. The defeat 
to Germany, and not just the 
score line but the nature of the 
respective English and Ger- 
man performances, suggests 
that there are major problems 
with English football. And 
unfortunately I’m not too sure 
that these problems will be 
solved all that quickly. 

As I already hinted at, it wasn’t 
just the score line which angered 
and upset many English fans in 
their game against Germany, it was 
the shambles of a performance that 
the team put in. England looked 
disjointed, tactically deficient, and 
perhaps most worrying of all afraid, 
just as they had done in the games 
against the USA and Algeria. The 
only half decent, and that’s prob- 
ably being fairly hyperbolic, Eng- 
lish performance came against Slo- 
venia in which England just about 
scraped a one goal to nil win. 

So whereas some teams, such as 
the newly ousted Ghana, can hold 
their heads up high as they went 
out fighting and attacking, Eng- 
land are left to hang their heads in 
shame at both their early exit and 
their dismal performances. And 
it’s because England simply were 
so bad that we need to look into the 
reasons why England failed to live 
up to the hype yet again. 

Let’s not forget, it wasn’t just 
England fans who were expecting 
big things of this crop of players. 
Many pundits from around Europe 
suggested that England were in a 
group of three or four teams that 
were favourites for the tournament. 
And it was also suggested that in 
Wayne Rooney England had a man 
who could light up the whole tour- 
nament. In both cases all the pun- 
dits were pretty far off the mark. 

It seemed in the first few hours, 
then into the first few days after 
England’s exit from the World 
Cup that the number one person to 
blame for the failure was the Eng- 
land boss Fabio Capello. I have to 
say that there are some criticisms of 
the Italian which I happen to agree

with, which are areas of concern 
since it appears that he is continu- 
ing as England boss. For one, he 
seemed unwilling to fully commit 
to all out attack when England re- 
ally needed to. Ifa goal is needed 
then I’m not too sure that bringing 
on Emile Heskey, as much as he 
can offer, for Jermaine Defoe can 
ever be considered the right move. 
In this Fabio shares something with 
a recent predecessor, Sven Goren 
Eriksson, who also seemed unwill- 
ing to change things when the game 
required him to do so. 

But those criticisms aside, I have 
to say that Fabio Capello should 
remain England boss. Don’t forget 
that this is the man that everyone 
was saying was a great manager 
who would be able to push England 
to the next level. And now sudden- 
ly because of a weak tournament 
his position has been described by 
some as ‘untenable’. It is abso- 
lutely ridiculous that in the space 
of a couple of weeks a man who is 
one of England’s most successful 
mangers in terms of what he has 
achieved in his career to date, goes 


from being an England saviour to 
being vilified. But that would be 
the English press for you; always 
looking for someone to blame. 

As I have suggested, there were 
failings in the way Capello set out 
his England team, and in the tactics 
he used, yet ultimately I’m not sure 
he could have done much else. For 
example, many pundits including 
Harry Redknapp suggested that 
Defoe should be playing up front 
as he is a natural goalscorer, some- 
thing England need, yet after the 
game against Germany, in which 
Defoe did little, Redknapp con- 
cluded that Capello should have 
played Gerrard and Rooney. As 
England manager, if you win you 
are beyond criticism, but if you 
lose your decision making will be 
called into question, even if every 
single fan would have done the 
same exact thing. 

And if Capello was to lose his 
job, exactly who would be Eng- 
land boss? I can think of no names 
at all that would be a better pick 
than the man currently in the job. 
Many people are suggesting that 


England need an English manager, 
but look how that one worked out 
last time. Steve McClaren failed to 
qualify for the European Champi- 
onships in 2008, and was heavily 
criticised by both English fans and 
the English press. Looking back 
though, I can’t really see many 
players that McClaren picked that 
would not have started in every 
other manager’s first eleven. And 
after being vilified by the English 
press as the reason England didn’t 
qualify, he went and won the Dutch 
league with an un-fancied side, just 
to prove that he is one of the best 
English managers out there. 
Simply put, being England man- 
ager is the toughest job in football, 
as even if every decision you make 
is exactly the one that ninety nine 
percent of people would have made, 
if it goes against you then you are 
completely wrong and don’t know 
what you are doing, even if you 
have won league titles elsewhere. 
For me, coming out of South Afri- 
ca the two major problems with the 
England national football team are 
the English press and the English 


players. I have already spoken of 
how the English press are constant- 
ly criticising players and managers, 
and it is the pressure that they put 
on that can lead to poor showings. 

But the major problem as I see it 
with this English team is the play- 
ers themselves. To be completely 
honest, they have all shown that in 
an England shirt they’re not that 
good, and certainly not world beat- 
ers. Wayne Rooney, the main man, 
was abysmally bad, as he could 
barely pass the ball to his team 
mates, his touch was non-existent, 
and he failed to score even the one 
goal. At the back John Terry and 
Matthew Upson showed that they 
are useless unless they have some- 
one with pace beside them, and the 
full backs showed that they don’t 
really understand the concept of 
covering your fellow defenders 
when they need it. In the midfield 
Gareth Barry showed that for all his 
neat touches he is actually slower 
that my nan, and Frank Lampard 
showed that in an England shirt he 
offers literally nothing. 

For England to be more success- 
ful in the future they have to start 
bringing through some of their 
younger talent, the likes of Phil 
Jagielka, Jack Rodwell and Adam 
Johnson come to mind, and actu- 
ally give these guys a chance ahead 
of the likes of Lampard and Terry, 
who have shown to be weak links 
for the national side. I’m not sug- 
gesting that the likes of Rooney 
and Lennon are not good, as they 
are still great players with a bright 
England future, but Capello has to 
put players like Rooney in fear of 
his place, as he should have been 
dropped or at least substituted in 
the Germany game. But, as I have 
already pointed out, if Capello does 
omit these big names and it doesn’t 
go well, then once again he will be 
public enemy number one. 

If someone gets it right, the Eng- 
land job is a dream one, but for the 
most part, as almost every England 
manager has known, including the 
great Alf Ramsey, get it even a lit- 
tle wrong then you are in for some 
dark days indeed.

With many of the world’s football 
followers tuning in all forms of 
media to the World Cup in South 
Africa the transfer window has 
been somewhat marginalised on 
the schedules for a large amount 
of football fans. 

In reality, whilst all attention has been 
placed on the World Cup in the past 
week many big players and clubs have 
completed moves around Europe, along- 
side many of the usual sensationalized 
transfer rumours. 

Manchester City continue to provide 
an insurmountable transfer window lead 
in their bidding wars with many clubs, 
they have succeeded with Barcelona 
midfielder Yaya Toure who will join his 
older brother at Eastlands next season af- 
ter a £28million five-year deal. City has 
also signed German and Hertha Berlin 
defender Jerome Boateng on a five- 
year contract for £12.5 million. 

The sky blues have also confirmed 
Spanish and Valencia left winger David 
Silva for an unknown amount thus far. 
He will undergo a medical when Spain’s 
World Cup campaign ends before com- 
pleting the transfer in its entirety. 

City is also very close to signing Wolf- 
burg striker Edin Dzeko. Manager Ste- 
ven McLaren is reluctant to let Dzeko 


leave and has slapped a £50million 
price tag on the Bosnian as he saw that 
£32.5 million was not sufficient, despite 
the striker requesting he be let go to the 
Eastlands. 

The next most intense transfer news 

in England has been centered on Anfield. 
The well known departure of Coach Ra- 
fael Benitez to Inter Milan sparked an 
intense coach search that ended at Roy 
Hodgson as the new Liverpool king 
pin. 
Hodgson has been granted a £15 million 
transfer bank, from which he has be- 
gan targeting stars such as Aston Villa’s 
winger Ashley Young, as well as Dutch 
midfielder Rafael Van der Vaart, 
Brazilian Gilberto de Silva and a pos- 
sible £9 million signing of Real Madrid 
winger Royston Drenthe being the 
most likely. 

There is also the yet to be confirmed 
signing of Serbian target man Milan Jo- 
vanovic, who was rumoured to sign for 
Liverpool under Benitez. However, he 
has stressed that he will sign and play for 
the reds next season despite the introduc- 
tion of Hodgson. 

The possibility of such signings is 
enough to put a smile of any Liverpool 
fan’s face, with the possibility of a new 
era at Liverpool reminiscent of those 


only two decades ago in a bid for their 
first title since the 1991/1992 season. 
However, with the rumoured signings 
of these players, there is also the loss 
of players to be considered as a conse- 
quence. Israeli midfielder Yossi Benay- 
oun has already completed his £6.5 mil- 
lion move to Chelsea, a great loss for the 
reds attacking movements. 

There is also the rumour of Steven 
Gerrard making a Real Madrid move, 
which will provide more midfield woes 
for the reds. Gerrard is at the top of Jose 
Mourinho’s wish list as he attempts to 
build up the Spanish powerhouses even 
further. 

Staying in England for the moment, 

at Manchester United, the highly publi- 
cised signing of Mexican attacker Javi- 
er Hernandez for £8 million from CD 
Guadalajara is only one of two signings 
for the red devils in their 2010/2011 title 
bid. 
Lastly, the incredible bidding war be- 
tween Barcelona and Arsenal over the 
signing of Spanish midfielder Cese Fa- 
bregas has bounced back and forth from 
a highly likely to impossible and every- 
thing in between. The latest news from 
the Barca camp was that new President 
Sandro Rosell will not break the bank for 
Fabregas.

However, an offer rumoured between 
£40 - 52 million for the 23 year-old has 
been possibly rejected by Arsenal, de- 
spite Fabregas wishing to return to his 
boyhood club. The deal is looking less 
likely each day as Arsenal try to hold on 
to their central dynamo by a thread. 

Away from England, 22 year-old speedy 
and skillful Argentine left winger Angel 
di Maria has officially signed for Real 
Madrid from Benfica for €25 million. 

In the Serie A, Luca Toni has signed 
for Genoa from Bayern Munich after 
being on a loan deal at Roma on a free 
transfer after not making the unsuccess- 
ful Italian World Cup squad. Also, at- 
tacker Simone Pepe, who was in the

Italian squad, has also signed a loan deal 
with Juventus from Udinese. 

Elsewhere, injured German midfielder 
Michael Ballack was been picked up 
by Bayer Leverkusen from Chelsea on a 
free transfer as the World Cup began in 
mid June. Portuguese midfielder Ricar- 
do Quaresma was signed by Turkish 
club Besiktas from Inter Milan for €7.2 
million in June, and lastly, Serbian mid- 
fielder Zoran Tosic was picked up by 
CSKA Moscow from Manchester United 
for £8 million also in June. He will join 
fellow Serbian Milos Krasic at the Rus- 
sian club this season.

In the other quarterfinals, two-time 
World Cup winner Uruguay faced Ghana in an epic, 
dramatic battle while Paraguay fought gallantly los- 
ing to European champion Spain. Argentina and Ger- 
many met in back-to-back finals in 1986 and °90 and 
the common denominator is Diego Maradona, who 
played in each final and now obviously coached the 
national team of the meat-obsessed football-mad na- 
tion in South Africa

Immediately after Argen- 
tina’s 4-0 quarter final loss 
to Germany on Saturday, 
Maradona was understand- 
ably upset. And according 
to Argentina’s Diarios y 
Noticias, he let a group of German fans know it. A 
translation of their report: 

“Argentina national team coach Diego Maradona 
had an altercation with German fans after the end of 
the match that marked the elimination of said team 
from the 2010 South Africa World Cup. 

Apparently upset over post game celebrations by 
fans located behind the Argentinean bench, Maradona 
approached and scolded them, until Dalma, one of his 
daughters, entered the field and contained him.” 

It’s a shame the man who has entertained us all over 
the last few weeks with his exuberance and delightful 
antics had to get involved in something like this. He 
would go on to say that this loss was “the most disap- 
pointing moment in my life” which shows just how 
devastated he must have been as he walked off the 
pitch and saw German fans in red and yellow wigs 
partying like it’s Oktoberfest 


Let’s recap ten things Diego stressed on be- 
fore and during the tournament: 

10) Maradona & His Amazing Garcé-Coloured 
Dreamcoat 

There was widespread anger when Argentina record- 
cap holder Javier Zanetti was left at home, despite a 
brilliant treble-winning season with Inter.

Diego Milito, he mocked the media and public by hu- 
morously making out as if he was the only person who 
believed in the striker: “Milito ended up confirming I 
was right in including him among the 23 players I’m 
taking to the World Cup. I’m not surprised about what 
Milito has done.” 

Diego Milito bagged a brace against Bayern Mu- 
nich in the Champions League final, blasted home 
the only goal of the Coppa Italia final and scored the 
winner over Siena that clinched the Scudetto for Inter, 
scoring 30 club goals in all competitions. 


8) Maradona Runs Over Cameraman & Curses 
The Man 
Maradona had enough to worry about on the day he 
formally announced his 23-man World Cup squad for 
South Africa, however the announcement turned into 
a farce after the coach ran over a cameraman. 
Driving a Mini to a news conference, Diego was sur- 
rounded by newsmen as he made his way to the venue 
before hitting one poor guy with his car. According to 
reports, Maradona drove his car over the cameraman’s 
foot and then began blaming and hurling insults at his 
victim for causing the accident in the first place. 
Witnesses were quoted hearing Maradona saying 
“What an a**hole you are. How can you put your leg 
there where it can get run over, man?” 


7) Maradona Encourages Players To Have Sex 
Maradona is like the cool teacher at high school who 
lets you eat and drink in class, answer your mobile 
during lessons, and not wear proper uniform. When 
quizzed whether he permitted his players to have sex 
during the World Cup, Dieguito is reported to have 
responded: “Of course, as long as the women do all 
the work.” 

Team doctor Donato Villani added: “Sex is a normal 
part of social life and is not a problem. The disadvan- 
tages are when it is with someone who is not a stable 
partner or when the player should be resting.

After thrashing South Korea 4-1 in Argentina’s sec- 
ond match, Maradona was asked at the post-match 
press conference why he always hugs and kisses his 
players when celebrating, to which he replied that he 
was definitely straight. 

“Well I still prefer women,” Diego proclaimed. “I am 
dating Veronica who is blonde and 31-years-old. No I 
have not gone limp wristed [homosexual]. But I like 
to acknowledge and congratulate my players when 
they play as well as they did today. That was a pleas- 
ing result and display. It was a job well done.” 


2) Pelé Should Go Back To The Museum 
One thing that was guaranteed to happen this World 
Cup was a verbal war of words between eternal en- 
emies Maradona and Pelé. In response to Pelé’s asser- 
tion that Maradona only took the Albiceleste coach- 
ing job because he needed the money, the Argentine 
declared that ‘The Jinx’ should “go back to the mu- 
seum”.

The 2010 World Cup has been a disaster for long- 
shots and free kicks, with the majority of players 
struggling terribly to get to grips with the Jabulani. 
But, one person, who has had no problems handling 
the much-maligned World Cup ball is Maradona, as 
he fired home free kick after free kick into the top cor- 
ner during training. 


PARAGUAY 
Paraguay forward Oscar 
Cardozo crumpled to the 
ground in tears at the final 
whistle, his missed penalty 
in his country’s first World 
Cup quarterfinal had enabled 
Spain to advance after scoring a late goal. Cardozo 
had the opportunity to give Paraguay the lead in the 
59th minute at Ellis Park in Johannesburg, but his spot 
kick was saved by goalkeeper Iker Casillas and Spain 
striker David Villa scored with seven minutes remain- 
ing to seal a 1-0 win Saturday. The Paraguay forward 
was inconsolable as his teammates and staff members 
tried in vain to comfort him. 

“T just feel a bit guilty personally because of the 
missed penalty,” Cardozo said. “If I had scored it 
could have been different.” Within two minutes of 
Cardozo’s miss, Spain was awarded a penalty of its 
own. As the referee pointed to the spot, Cardozo fell 
to his knees in the center circle and had to be lifted to 
his feet by forward Nelson Haedo Valdéz. 

“T tried to tell him not to lose hope,” Valdez said. “I 
told him that the game wasn’t over yet and he would 
get other chances.” Cardozo hung his head as Xabi 
Alonso converted the penalty, but was relieved to see 
the referee order the kick to be retaken because some 
Spanish players had encroached inside the area. When 
Justo Villar saved Alonso’s second attempt, Cardozo 
ran to his goalkeeping captain and patted him on the 
ead. 

The reprieve was short-lived. Paraguay’s luck ran 

out when Villa scored from an attack in which the 
ball struck a post three times before crossing the line. 
Substitute Roque Santa Cruz missed a great chance 
late on for Paraguay to level when Casillas made a 
quality block. 
At fulltime, Cardozo slumped to the turf before ris- 
ing and pulling his shirt over his head. Player after 
player, including Casillas and others from Spain, went 
to offer sympathy as he wandered round the pitch with 
a shocked expression on his face. 

“Paraguay played a good game, we just didn’t take 
advantage of the chances we had,” a red-eyed Car- 
dozo said. “I missed a penalty and I still can’t believe 
it. That’s football though, and you've just got to try 
and move forward.” Paraguay coach Gerardo Martino 
said Cardozo would need strength to recover from his 
disappointment. “This is the story of football,” Mar- 
tino said. “This can happen. It’s important for him not 
to feel bad.” 

Santa Cruz also offered words of encouragement. 
“Nobody’s going to reproach him for anything,” he 
said. “Even the best players miss penalties.” 

Coach Gerardo Martino was in floods of tears after 
his side reached the World Cup quarter-finals for the 
first time although he was soon trying to play down 
the waterworks. A win on penalties over Japan after a 
dreadful 0-0 draw in the last 16 tie on Tuesday to Ja- 
pan was initially too much for the Argentine. “There’s 
a lot of fear and tension during a match and it’s dif- 
ficult to go through a match like that,” he told a news 
conference. He said regardless of the result against 
Spain, he is extremely proud. He expressed his de- 
sire to psychologically be present for his players now 
that they have bowed out by a gallant-led David Villa 


Spain side. 

“Everybody knows that it’s unfair to have it decided 
by penalties. We didn’t play too well but we were 
looking to be decisive. So many things go through 
your mind so there is a reason for tears.” But, as if to 
reassert his authority and set a new target for his play- 
ers among the emotion, Martino said the achievement 
meant nothing compared to other personal moments 
even if it was an almighty success for the small South 
American nation. 

“We may not give the achievement its necessary 
importance now. We may well give it the necessary 
importance afterwards,” he said. “I understand this 
is a success but when it comes to personal success 
it comes down to things that are more important. We 
certainly know we are among the eight best teams in 
the world but to say this was one of my top achieve- 
ments, I couldn’t say that.” 


BRAZIL 

Little mention is made when 

Brazil wins, as expected. 

It is when they lose they 

make more headlines. Last 

Friday’s Brazil-Netherlands 

game however in Port Eliza- 
beth brought together the five- 
time winning Brazilians against a country which has 
never won football’s biggest prize but was runner-up 
twice in the 1970s. Back in those days, the Dutch had 
a style of play that matched the Brazilians, but the 
team fell just short in terms of making it count. 

Brazil coach Dunga has accepted the blame for the 
World Cup quarter-final defeat by the Netherlands that 
brought his four-year reign to a bitterly disappointing 
end. The man who captained the Selecao’s winning 
squad in 1994 has reached the end of his current con- 
tract and any hopes he may have harboured of being 
asked to stay on until Brazil hosts the tournament in 
2014 were crushed by the Dutch, who came from be- 
hind to claim a 2-1 win on Friday. 

“T was contracted for four years and we knew that 
from the start,” Dunga said. “During the last four 
years I have been very happy to coach this Brazilian 
team and if you look at the players’ faces you would 
understand how they feel.” He added: “We are all 
responsible for this situation but I have the greatest 
responsibility.” He immediately accepted blame for 
the defeat. 

“Without a shadow of a doubt, I am the coach of 
the Brazilian team,” Dunga said. “I have the great- 
est responsibility.” A former defensive midfielder who 
captained Brazil in 1994 and 1998, Dunga was known 
for his toughness on and off the field. He was heavily 
criticized by fans and local media when he was ap- 
pointed despite having no coaching experience at any 
level. Many said Dunga was just a temporary choice 
until a better coach could be signed. 

In his four years in charge, Dunga revamped Bra- 
zil with successful results, leaving out stars like 
Ronaldinho, Ronaldo and Adriano and introducing 
lesser-known players known for their discipline and 
hard work. The results paid off when the team won 
the 2007 Copa America and the 2009 Confederations 
Cup, but success in Brazil is measured almost exclu- 
sively at World Cups, something Dunga knows well. 

Having already led Brazil to the 1994 title, Dunga’s 
final World Cup appearance as a player also came 
against the Netherlands. He looked back Thursday 
at that 1998 semifinal as one of the most memo- 
rable moments in his career, recalling affectionately 
how he converted Brazil’s final penalty in a shootout 
win. Dunga would probably like to forget this match 
against the Dutch, but it could be a while before he 
coaches again. 

Brazil appeared to be coasting towards the last four 
after Robinho gave them an early lead. But the Dutch 
turned the match around after the interval thanks to an 
own goal from Juventus midfielder Felipe Melo, who 
was later sent off for stamping on Arjen Robben, and 
a Wesley Sneijder header. 

“We are all extremely saddened, we did not expect 
this,” Dunga added. “We knew it would be a delicate, 
difficult game. In the first half we played better than in 
the second but we were were not able to maintain the 
same rhythm. “We could not maintain the same level 
of concentration. Any World Cup match is 90 minutes 
and it is the small details that count.” 

Felipe Melo had offered no hint of how badly his 
afternoon was to end as he slid a fine pass through the 
heart of the Dutch defence for Robinho to run on to be- 
fore placing a shot beyond Stekelenburg’s left glove. 
Centre back Juan then blasted a close-range chance 
over the bar before Kaka and Maicon produced two 
of the saves of the tournament from the Dutch goal- 
keeper. There seemed no way back for the Dutch at 
that stage. Yet within eight minutes of the restart they 
were level, thanks in no small part to a free-kick won 
by Robben’s dive close to the right touchline. 

The set-piece was taken short, enabling Sneijder to 
work the ball into space and his cross found the net 
off the top of Melo’s head after the midfielder and 
goalkeeper Julio César collided. An afternoon that 
had started so positively for Brazil began to take on a 
nightmarish tinge when Melo’s frustration with Rob- 
ben’s antics resulted in a stamp on the Bayern Mu- 
nich winger’s thigh, leaving Japanese referee Yuichi 
Nishimura with no option but to brandish a red card 
with 18 minutes left. There was no way back for Bra- 
zil, or for Dunga. 


URUGUAY 
Luis Suarez is known for 
scoring goals, not stopping 
them. A forward by trade, he 
has hit the net three times al- 
ready in this World Cup. Yet 
no goal he scores in his career 
may be as important as the split-second decision to 
throw up his hand to keep out what would have been 
a winning goal for Ghana and keep Uruguay’s hopes 

dangling by a thread. 

“Tt all happened very quickly,” Suarez said. “But 
instinctively I must have known that I had to do what- 


ever it took to keep the ball out of the goal. I couldn’t 
get my head near it so I had to use my hands. I had to 
sacrifice myself for the team and the country.” Asked 
if this had been another “hand of God” moment simi- 
lar to Diego Maradona’s famous 1986 goal, he said it 
was the “hand of Suarez.” 

“Tt’s difficult to be sent off at a World Cup. It’s com- 
plicated,” said the high-scoring Suarez, who left the 
field in tears. “But the way in which I was sent off 
today—truth is, it was worth it.” For Suarez it is a true 
sacrifice. Uruguay, a two-time World Cup champion, 
has not reached a semifinal since 1970 and Tuesday’s 
showdown with the Netherlands at Cape Town’s 
Green Point Stadium is a monumental game in that 
country’s history. But Suarez will sit it out, serving a 
suspension as a result of the red card handed out by 
referee Olegario Benquerenca from Portugal. 

“For me he is a hero,” said Diego Forlan, Suarez’s 
attacking partner. “If he hadn’t stopped the ball we 
were finished. It would have been a goal, the game 
would have been over and so would our World Cup. 
“He put the team first, and he gave us a chance. 
Thankfully, we took it. Now we will try for the final.” 
Forlan pulled Uruguay level with a superb free kick 
after 55 minutes, curling the ball over the Ghana wall 
and past goalkeeper Richard Kingson. 

“Crazy doesn’t describe this,” Uruguay coach Oscar 
Tabarez said. “I have never known a match like this, 
with so much drama and everything happening in just 
a few minutes at the end. “This is beyond crazy. For 
this to happen in the World Cup quarterfinal is amaz- 
ing. We were very close to going out but we kept go- 
ing and we kept fighting. Somehow we got through.” 
This was a night where the result could have gone 
either way. A desperate double-armed fiail on the goal 
line had Uruguay’s World Cup campaign flash before 
its eyes. “It wasn’t really a choice,” Suarez said. “It 
just had to be done. It is disappointing to miss the 
semifinal but there was nothing else for me to do. I 
had the opportunity to give us some small chance, and 
I took it.” 

Despite winning the World Cups in 1930 and °50, 
Uruguay has not made it this far since 1970 but is 
having a revival under coach Oscar Tabarez. From 
an Australian football perspective, little mention 
has been made on their progress. A sign of limited 
sportsmanship and football education. Uruguay is a 
squad that struggled to qualify that nowadays boasts 
a challenging, formidable and attacking side. Shows 
the limited ability to identify and admit results are far 
from just results, rather a sign of long-term planning 
and structuring. 

Although striker Diego Forlan has received most 
of the accolades, Edinson Cavani and Suaérez—who 
is suspended for the Netherlands match because of his 
handball against Ghana—are both highly rated young 
forwards, while the defense led by captain Diego Lu- 
gano has conceded only two goals in five games. 

“T don’t know whether this is the rebirth of Uru- 
guayan football,” Tabarez said. “It could be as long 
as we don’t go another 20 years or so without get- 
ting to this stage.” Tabarez took over the squad four 
years ago for his second stint in charge. He says the 
job includes developing the younger age group teams 
as well working with the national squad. 

“In Uruguay, football is a passion,” he said. “Chil- 
dren practice lots. There are not many of us but the 
marvelous thing is that we keep producing great play- 
ers. “We’ve got to make sure we take advantage of 
that and organize ourselves to keep doing as well as 
we are now—or better.” 

Beating the Netherlands on Tuesday in Cape Town 
won't be an easy task, Tabarez acknowledged. “It’s a 
very difficult match against the Netherlands,” he said. 
“They haven’t lost a game so far, they’ve got great 
players and a lot of diversity in their play. “They will 
start as the favorites, I think, and it’s going to be dif- 
ficult — difficult, but not impossible.” 

An AP report by Angus MacSwan highlighted on 
the gritty people described in the mining city of Kim- 
berley enjoying the World Cup success of Uruguay’s 
soccer team almost as much as the South Americans 
themselves. The bonds forged are set to endure after 
the excitement is over and “La Celeste” have left 
town. The Uruguayans set up base camp there high 
on South Africa’s central plains at the launch of their 
campaign in early June and have now made it to the 
last eight, their best World Cup showing in 40 years. 

“The Dream Stays Alive. City Team Book Their 
Place in the Quarter,” was the front page splash in the 
daily DFA newspaper after Uruguay’s 2-1 victory over 
South Korea, along with a photo of goal scorer Luis 
Suarez. Sky-blue and white Uruguayan flags hang in 
bars and from street lamps. Residents wear T-shirts 
with the slogan: “Kimberley welcomes Uruguay. The 
base camp that sparkles”—a reference to the city’s 
role as a main source of the world’s diamonds. 

“T want to hug them. They have made us proud,” 
said pensioner Pulane Boikanyo, who was waiting 
outside the local sports stadium for the Urguayans 
to arrive for training ahead of Friday’s quarter-final 
showdown with Ghana. The enthusiasm is all the 
more remarkable as no matches have been played in 
Kimberley because it had no stadium that lived up to 
FIFA standards. 

But Uruguay opened up their first training session 
to the public, drawing a large crowd. Later sessions 
were more guarded but they let in school kids to get 
a glimpse of Diego Forlan and his comrades. He is 
desperate for attention to fall away from the Celeste, 
telling the press that he doesn’t want them to label his 
side as favourites of any kind. 

“Tt is logical, as the games start passing they are go- 
ing to take us into account more and more,” the Atleti- 
co striker told Olé. “I cannot believe that we are in the 
last eight of the World Cup. But let’s calm down, we 
have to go game to game, and enjoy the World Cup 
with the group and with our families.” 

The Uruguayans have impressed so far in the World 
Cup, only conceding one goal in their first four match- 
es. They have also shown skill and potency in front of 
goal, with Forlan’s strike partner Luis Suarez netting 
three times in the tournament so far. But Forlan knows 
that from this moment on there will be no easy games 


in the campaign, and refuses to take next opponents 
Ghana lightly. 

Kimberley is rich in minerals and military history 
but is a long, long way from South Africa’s glamor- 
ous, cosmopolitan cities of Cape Town, Durban and 
Johannesburg. Members of the Uruguayan camp have 
likened Kimberley to a town on Uruguay’s pampas. 
They share the same southern hemisphere climate, 
although it is colder at night. And they enjoy similar 
culinary culture, with steak, chicken and red wine the 
essential requirements. 

“Tt is a little city but it lacks nothing. It is easy to get 
to training, there’s no traffic. It has been excellent,” 
said team spokesman Matias Faral. On Monday night, 
the president of the Uruguayan Football Association, 
Sebastian Bauza, and the premier of Northern Cape 
province Hazel Jenkins, announced a programme to 
build on the links forged. “It has been our home, for 
our players and for our other people who were here. 
It has been very important to our campaign,” Bauza 
said. 

The plan involves Uruguayan trainers and players 
coming to Kimberley to coach youngster over the next 
five years, with the aim of creating a team that could 
reach South Africa’s first division. Players will also 
be brought over to Uruguay for coaching. “We are 
blessed to have had Uruguay,” Jenkins said. “We have 
enjoyed every minute. Kimberley and the Northern 
Cape is steadfast in its support.” 
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CHILE 
“The best team I’ve seen so 
far is Chile,” said Dutch leg- 
end Johan Cruyff in his col- 
umn for Monday’s edition 
of Dutch daily De Telegraaf. 
“Chile has, on its own, cre- 
ated more chances than just about all the other teams 
combined.” Cruyff, who starred in Holland team that 
narrowly lost the 1974 World Cup final to Germany 
and was known for anchoring the legendary era of “to- 
tal football,” compared the South Americans favour- 
ably to his own national team. 

“Tt was always our quality to offer fans something 
extra,” Cruyff said of past Netherlands teams. “We 
may never have won the ultimate prize, but the whole 
world talked about us. Chile has taken over that role 
from us.” Despite their painful loss to Brazil on Mon- 
day evening, Chile made quite an impression at the 
2010 FIFA World Cup South Africa™. With their 
attacking style and desire to take the initiative at all 
times, La Roja’s youthful squad acquitted themselves 
admirably throughout, drawing strength from some 
of the most colourful and enthusiastic supporters on 
parade at the world finals. 

Right from the kick-off in their opening game against 
Honduras, Marcelo Bielsa’s side made it patently clear 
that they had not travelled to South Africa to make up 
the numbers. Notching wins in their first two matches, 
the Chileans eventually took second place in Group 
H, behind Spain on goal difference. Their reward was 
a Round of 16 tie with their bogey team Brazil, who 
once again put paid to their hopes, just as they had 
done at the same stage of France 1998. 

Though dejected at departing the competition, 
the young Chileans have time on their side and can 
look forward to a bright future, as versatile defender 
Gonzao Jara told FIFA in an exclusive interview: “We 
were the youngest team at the World Cup and almost 
all of us are 23 or 24. The experience we’ve had here 
will come in really useful for us. We know what it’s all 
about now and we’ll be back for more in 2014.”

We know what it’s all about now and 
we'll be back for more in 2014. Taking on a Switzer- 
land side buoyed by their unexpected win over Spain, 
the Chileans generated chance after chance in another 
polished display, though all that separated the sides 
at the end of the 90 minutes was Mark Gonzalez’s 
smartly taken second-half header. 

Although they had barely put a foot wrong in their 
first two games, La Roja still had work to do. To make 
sure of a place in the last 16 they had to draw with 
Spain in their final match in Tshwane/Pretoria or hope 
that the Swiss failed to beat Honduras in Mangaung/ 
Bloemfontein. Beaten 2-1 by the Spanish despite play- 
ing for over 55 minutes with only ten men, Bielsa’s 
side were relieved to receive news of Switzerland’s 
0-0 draw, a result that set up a last-16 meeting with 
the five-time world champions. 

Chile have traditionally found the Brazilians tough 
nuts to crack and the scenario was no different when 
the two sides ran out in Johannesburg on Monday 
evening. Putting up spirited resistance for the opening 
half-hour, during which they created some presentable 
opportunities, La Roja eventually succumbed to their 
streetwise opponents, falling to a 3-0 reverse that left 
little cause for complaint. 

Taking a positive view, Bielsa’s players are look- 
ing upon the experience as an essential part of their 
learning curve. “Obviously you’re never happy after 
you've been beaten,” said Jara, “but I think the team 
created a really good impression throughout the com- 
petition. We stayed true to our style, no matter who we 
came up against.” 

“We couldn’t quite take the chances we created but 
we were up against a better side,” added captain and 
goalkeeper Claudio Bravo after the game. “I think we 
can look back positively on this World Cup, especially 
when you consider that it’s been 12 years since we last 
took part in the finals.” There is little question, then, 
that Chile can be proud of their efforts at South Africa 
2010. And with a talented generation of young, pacy 
and committed players set to mature over the next four 
years, their performances in the last couple of weeks 
should provide the perfect springboard for a return to 
the big stage at Brazil 2014. The side have arrived to 
an heroic reception in Santiago. 
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Hot air and video technology: a plea for sanity

Someone needs to pitch in for the 
referees, so it might as well be me. 
There seems to be a naive belief that 
what we see on television is better 
than what the referee sees on the 
field, rather than something differ- 
ent. 

When an incident is replayed from several 
angles we appear to see everything from a 
major breach of the laws of the game to no 
breach at all depending on the movement of 
the players and the position from which the 
shots are taken. Or we see several sanction- 
able incidents taking place at the same or 
similar times. And all of that slowed down 
much below real time, sometimes turning 
an incident which takes place in a fraction 
of a second into one which last for several 
seconds. The latter is an artefact of the 
technology not the ‘reality of the game. 

If anything the majority of referees may 
have erred in not issuing more red cards, 
particularly for serious foul play. The in- 
terpretation of the Laws of the Game and 
Guidelines for Referees issued before the 
start of this season and not in the lead up to 
the World Cup says: ‘Any player who lung- 
es at an opponent in challenging for the ball 
from the front, from the side or from behind 
using one or both legs, with excessive force 
and endangering the safety of an opponent 
is guilty of serious foul play. A player who 
is guilty of serious foul play should be sent 
off.’ But strictly applied this would have re- 
sulted in several of the dire games we have 
been watching being played as five-a-sides 
before half-time. 

The rule that a sending off leads to a 
one-game suspension has been in operation 
for years. The only addition is that tribunals 
may now increase the penalty if they con- 
sider the offence serious enough. 

Now to the hand or arm ball and pen- 
alty kick plus red card incident involving 
Kewell, who admitted that the punishment 
was correct in the end. The wording of the 
relevant passage in the Interpretation is 
clear. ‘A player is sent off, however, if he 
prevents a goal or an obvious goalscoring

opportunity by deliberately handling the 
ball. This punishment arises not from the 
act of the player deliberately handling the 
ball but from the unacceptable and unfair 
intervention that prevented a goal being 
scored.’ 

I do not look forward to a day when tech- 
nology decides what is going on in this 
game. FIFA and the International Board 
agree and have abandoned the experiments. 
If, far down the track, we can provide the 
central referee with a hand held instant 
replay device which enables him or her to 
review the decision in real time a moment 
after it has happened so that play is not in- 
terrupted, then I might be prepared to re- 
consider. But I am not holding my breath. 

We have far greater problems. The qual- 
ity of the matches in this tournament has 
been abysmal. Why that should be so is 
probably not simple. The ball, altitude, 
vuvuzelas preventing players hearing what 


is going on, cravenly defensive coaching 
tactics, fear of failure rather than seeking 
success, gambling syndicates betting on 
in game items rather than results, tired- 
ness on the part of those who have been in 
long seasons of serious club games have all 
been mentioned as possible influences. The 
evening up of standards between countries, 
despite the Australian and North Korean 
scorelines, may also be relevant. 

In the light of all that the referees don’t 
seem to me to be the main problem, except 
to the whingeing Australians, whom their 
leader has castigated. Not a good look if 
you are bidding to host a future World Cup. 
Did you notice that the estimable Craig 
Johnston was the only person to point out 
that Lucas Neill pulled down his opponent 
before the ball hit Harry Kewell on the 
arm! Neill should have been penalised and 
carded. But we got away with that one. 

Let’s take the case of the ball which was 


stopped by a Slovak defender on or behind 
the goal line. Several shots from different 
angles were played after the event but none 
from a position which gave a clear view of 
the ball, the player and the goal line, above 
all none from the a position above the 
corner flag looking along the line towards 
the player. There was one from behind the 
player but that was useless because his 
body was blocking all sight of the ball. 
That decision was at least as critical to the 
outcome of the game as Lampard’s phan- 
tom goal, but technology could provide no 
assistance. So everybody just got on with 
the game. 

Even if there were a goal line camera it 
would have had to be on the relevant post to 
record the incident and there is no sugges- 
tion at the moment that they are planning 
two. If there were two, they might conflict. 
Then where would we be? 

The result of improved technology in 


cricket and tennis is to produce guestimate 
electronic images based on many param- 
eters. Assuming for the moment that these 
can produce accurate tracking of the move- 
ment of the ball (which I do not accept) 
what happens is that there is a change in 
the locus of uncertainty from say around a 
foot (30 cm) to around an inch (2.5 cm). 
But that uncertainty remains and human 
beings, not the responsible official in the 
centre in the case of cricket, get to decide. 
It often takes several minutes to reach a 
conclusion. That is intolerable in football. 
Rugby league uses several sets of video 
images, where available, and these often 
provide inconclusive results, or ones where 
the height of the grass or the consistency of 
the paint on the line can affect the outcome. 
Again the time it takes is very significant. 

The fundamental error of those who 
advocate the use of technology is their as- 
sertion that this will reduce the number of 
incorrect decisions. In some circumstances 
it might save us from one or two of the 
World Cup howlers in the England v Ger- 
many and Argentina v Chile games, but the 
majority of contentious decisions are not as 
clear cut and will not be by the use of ump- 
teen video replays from a variety of angles. 
This stems from the fact that the identical 
incident viewed from different angles can 
be interpreted in a variety of ways. 

Take Juan’s headed first goal for Bra- 
zil against Chile for example. It was given 
as a goal, yet the pictures from one angle 
showed his team-mate Lucio, as the Ameri- 
cans would say, running interference for 
him, or as Australians would say he was 
shepherding an opponent. This is not al- 
lowed in football. From another angle it 
appeared that the Chilean ran into the back 
of Lucio, so it was his own fault. Should 
the goal have been disallowed? You could 
not settle this one by technology and you 
could not settle the argument about wheth- 
er the goal should be disallowed easily. So 
thank goodness the referee’s decision as to 
matters of fact on the ground is final, and 
should remain so.

at the far post to nod home a rare 
headed goal. 

Just after the half-hour, United 
missed a good chance to equalize 
when Mitchell Thompson’s cross 
from the left was missed by a 
whisker by Luka Glavas.

Round 13 of the FFSA Men’s Super 
League saw Para Hills Knights do 
the rest of the clubs a favour by 
holding league leaders MetroStars 
to a 0-0 draw at The Paddocks, ce- 
menting themselves a third spot 
on the ladder.

With the majority of the VPL

Whilst the Lions may have 
a renewed sense of confidence, a 
miracle is still required if they are to 
bridge the seven point gap between 
themselves and Malvern City, but 
could this be the start of a Preston 
revival.

Heidelberg United moved into fifth 
position on the VPL ladder on the 
back of its gritty 1-0 win against 
Bentleigh Greens at the Kingston 
Heath Soccer Complex on Friday 
night.
